guard the brulte, W illiam H am ilton, a 
well to do farm er, the 
self-confessed 
outrag<*r and brutal m urderer of little 
Mabel 
R ichard s was forcibly 
taken 
from the Asotin county Jail shortly a f ­ 
ter m idnight W ednesday m orning and 
lynched by a mob of over 1000 men, 
which had been 
conjugatin g all day 
from all parts of Asotin county. 
AU night long the feeling th a t H am ­ 
ilton should 
be 
strangled Instantly 
grew In volume. 
T here were those who 
thought the wretch should be tortured, 
but 
It was finally agreed th at ven­ 
g e a n c e would be satisfied by blotting 
out the life of the beast. 
About 12:15, tw enty masked 
men. 
their faces concealed 
with han dker­ 
chiefs, m arched In an orderly m anner 
up the street toward th Jail, 
W hen 
they got w ithin 
sight, 
the 
guards 
thrown about the stru cture called upon 
them to halt. 
T he answ er of the m ask ­ 
ed men was to throw the guards to 
the ground. 
T he keys were taken from 
the guards, the Jail yard entered and 
finally entrance was effected Into the 
Jail proper. 
W hen the cell containing 
the guilty man was reached 
no key 
could he found to fit It. 
It w as n c- 
essary to saw and hack at the bars 
until the door could be opened. 
Som e 
of the mob thought hanging too good 
for him and wanted to torture 
the 
brute, hut the original program m e p re­ 
vailed and It was decided to hang him. 
Som e one produced a black m ask like 
that used In a legal hanging and It was 
put over the head of H am ilton. 
It 
reached down to his shoulders. 
The 
rope w as then produced, placed about 
his nccXjRidw U»un throw n over the guy 
wire. being lon g enough to reach w ithin 
grasping distance o f the lynchers.

w as seized by powerful men. the body 
was lifted off the jrround and stispend- 
ed at a height of about four feet 
The 
doomed w retch began to 
gasp 
for 
breath and his efforts were plainly d is­ 
cernible a d istance of two blocks, so 
quiet was the crowd. 
A fter H am ilton’s 
body had been held by the lynchers 
for a tim e. long enough to m a k e certain 
he was dead, the r o p e was tied to th e] 
telegraph pole and the body left su s­ 
pended.

the 
necessary 
tw’o-thlrds, 
which til0 laws of the church require. 
One of the cardinals said of the pope 
to the A ssociated P ress correspondent, 
th at he believed P lu s X . would follow 
the broad lines 
of 
Leo’s 
policy, a l­ 
though not likely 
to 
accen tu ate it. 
This voices the general feeling here, 
which is one of satisfaction. 
T he new 
pontiff Is a m an of simple origin and 
although not a very prom inent candi­ 
date, he had frequently been m ention­ 
ed as one of the m any card inals who 
m ight be taken up as a com prom ise. 
In several respects he resem bles his 
venerable predecessor, notably in his 
reputation for cu lture and piety. H av­ 
ing associated w ith no factions, this 
fa ct alone won him m uch favor with 
foreign cardinals, who were w ithout a 
special candidate. P iu s X . is described 
as a “country mouse, who could not 
possibly find his way about R om e." 
Venetians who know the new pope 
well say that he will soon be as mu* h 
beloved as pontiff as he was as the 
beloved patriarch of the poor of the 
A driatic. 
In appearance Plus X . Is a 
very handsome man. 
He has an erect I 
figure, 
despite his sixty-eight years.

Cardinal Sarto 's lips trem bled so th at 
he could hardly articu late, but a fte r a 
visible effort he said:
